wherewith we had been exer- 
ciſed for fo. long a Time, we 
were Landed ſafely at Palo Con- 
dore, the Place from whence we 
were driven to this Countrey. 

I ſhall conclude with giving 


ſome Account of Paulo Condore, 
which is the Principal of an 


Heap of Iflands, lying in. 8 
Degrees, 5 Minutes North La- 
titude, about 15 Miles Long, 


and 3 Miles Broad. There is

This is a 
Cuſtom likewiſe uſed by ſeveral 
Nations in the Eaſt- Indies, as at 
Pegu, Siam, and longuin, where 
moſt of the Seamen take Women 
aboard while they lye in Har- 
bour; and on the Coaſt of Guz-

Daughters, yea, the Noblemen's 
in ſome Places offered to them, 


and even the King's Wives in
